B. RETURNS FROM BUILDERS (See Bulletins Nos. 5 and 6) 


Brom 1st July, 1945, returns have been obtained from building 
contractors and from home builders showing the number of buildings 
completed each quarter and the number still under construction. In 
conrormity with the practice throughout Australia, the particulars are 
shown in Bulletin No. 6 for years ended 30th June, (and also for the 
last 6 months).
